Referring to Claims 1,4, 15, 16 the prior art of record fails to show a vehicular headlamp 
including linear light emitting area having a rectangular surface of the semiconductor light 
emitting element wherein an edge of the rectangular surface defines a portion of the cut line. 
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Claims 2, 3, 6-10 are allowed as claims depended on claim 1. 

Claims 1 1-14 are allowed as claims depended on claim 4. 

Claim 19 is allowed as claims depended on claim 15. 

Claims 17, 18, 20 are allowed as claims depended on claim 16.
